THE WHEAT POOL AND 
TRADING IN FUTURES 


(Quoted from the Chicago Price Current- 
. Grain Reporter, issue of August 4th, 1926) 


The feature of the last day of the 
month’s trading was the heavy deli- 
veries of wheat to the trade by the 
wheat pool. It is estimated that ut 
least 3,000,000 bus. of the total deli- 
veries for the day were from the 
pool. The pool all the week has been 
pounding the market and checked any 
advances by throwigg in the stuff in 
chunks, 

This is perfectly legitimate  busi- 
ness. The pool is 1 member of the ex- 
change and entitled to the facilities 
provided for it as a member. Its 
operations in futures are on a very 
large scale. 


But the promoters and proprgand- 


ists responsible for its organization , 


announced that one of the main ob- 
jects of the pool was to break up the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange. It was 
also frequently preached by the far- 
mers’ friends that short selling was 4 
crime, the: future trading and hedg- 
ing were unnecessary as far as the 
pool wads concerned, that it was in 
fact inaugurating a new and enlight.- 
ened method of marketing. This bun- 
combe was swallowed by a lot of far- 
mers, but not all. From now on the 
highly paid pool propagandists will 
find their ingenuity taxed to explain. 
At that, you can’t fool all of the peo- 
ple all of the time. 


The Canadian Co-operative Wheat 
Producers, I.td. (The Wheat Pool) is 
in the limelight these days. The pub- 
lic and the pool members have been 
informed that officials of the com- 
pany suffered from writer’s cramp 
from signing checks, and how mii!- 
lions of dollars have been distributed 
among the members of the pool by 
the interim payment of July 26. 

So far members have received 
$1.40 a bushel for No. 1 Northern 
wheat. In a statement issued by 
pool officials they are Jed to hope that 
they may get a little more. The pre- 
sident of the Manitoba pool offers a 
word of comfort—the pool paid $1.60 
All told last year. He did not depress 
his clients by telling them that on a 
whole lot of grades and mixtures 
there was nothing more coming.-How- 
ever, they know it now that they have 
their checks. 

On the trading floor of the Ex- 
change the feature of the past week 
has been the heavy and wistent 
selling of futures by “A e¢ big 
interest.” Brokers do no ige 
the names of their customers, it 
traders know where this sel 
coming from, This short sélling 
the face of it by parties who have 
the wheat to deliver and mean to de- 
liver it. 

As it is, $1.40 a bushel looks small 
compared to $1.52%, the average 
pres paid by the trade. It would 
ook smaller should the average price 
by the end of the crop year be $1.60 
or over.

Big Forest of Lava Trees on Hawatian | 
Islands wo, 

On the slopes of a volcanic moun- 
tain there is ‘d perfect forest’ of lava 
trees, which is’ believed to have been 
formed nearly a.century ago.

U. F. A. COLUMN 


NEED OF REPLA 
PARTY SYSTEM 
(By Wm. Irvine) a 


- The stormy session of the last Par- 
Hament endad abruptly in dissolution. 
From the opening ceremony ‘up to the 
last hectic moment of ‘desperate 
wrangling between two leaders of the 
old parties, the spectacle has been 
such as to neveal the outstanding 
weaknesses of the party system and 
has amply i aagiremambes: its inade- 
quacy, 

The party system hes failed to 
function. Legislation -could not be 
put through the Housr: because the 
two major parties were mone inter- 
ested in fighting each other for the 
spoils of office, tham they were in 
providing the legisBation necessary 
to the well-being of the Dominion. 

In. addition to jthe failure of the 
party ,system to function, the cus- 
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Gon the conflict for power to adopt 
the true basis. of stable government 
which is co-operation, 

This brings us to the real issue of 
the election insofar as the U, F, A: 
is concerned arid that is to hold our 
greund-for the establishment in the 
aftairs of government of the co- 
opefative idea rather than’ the com- 
petitive one. The U. F. A. entered 
Dominion politics in 1921. It did so 
only as a protest against a political 
system which had become both cor- 
rupt and inefficient, but also in order 
to project into our political thought 
the constructive idea of co-operation 
for .political justice, as a substitute 
for the outworn method of competi- 
tion for political power, 

That the party system needs_to be 
replaced by a better, was never more 
cleatly revealed than at this moment, 
If the U. F. A. had not been stirred 
te action prior to this time, surely 
what -has occurred at Ottawa during 
the last nine months ‘would have 
given the movement ample justifica- 


toms inquiry hag brought to light|tion for putting forward a political 


such corruption as to disgust even 
the champions of the party system. 
This tottering and corrupt condition 
of the party system has resulted in 
a regretted instability of government, 

It is only about nine months since 
the jast electién and: here we are 
piunged into another, merely because 
neither of the two major parties is 
willing to help the affairs of govern- 
ment unless one or the other is given 
absolute autocratic power, and yet 
when that power is given, it is used 
to promote and cover up corruptions 
of the nature and magnitude of that 
which has occupied the attention of 
the nation during the last session in 
connection with the Customs scandal, 

The present instability of govern 
ment is due entirely to the party 
system. The Canadian people are 
being harassed and put to the un. 
necessary expenditure of amother 
election because of the corruption and 
inefficiency of that systeiy. Let it 
be borne in mind that it is this sys- 
tem, and none other, that has failed, 
and that the mere changing from one 
party to another at the ballot “box 
will neither clean the corruption a 
the system, nor make it function. We 
will be told by the party leaders 
that one of the issues in the present 
election is stable government. But 
they appeal to the people on the 
party principle which has produced 
unstable government. What hope 
of obtaining stable government can 
there be if the present system is to 
be continued? 

What is meant by a “stable gov- 
ernment” ‘n the mouths of party ad- 
vucates 7 It means simply numeri- 
cal strength on the part of the gov 
ernment party sufficient to permit 
complete domination in all matters of 
legislation and administration De- 
sirable though stable government 
may be, if it can be attained only 
by the complete domination of one 
party (and that party in turn con- 
trolled by one class), then the price 
is too high. It would be far better 
to put up with the inconvenience of 
unstable government until such time 
ee party men are compelled to aban- 


effort. Party men will, very likely 
endeavor to blame the groups in the 
House, which afe distinct from the 
two .major partics, for the unstable 
condition. ; 

It ig true, of course, that if we had 
had” stable government under the 
patty system that the Customs cor- 
ruption would have been hushed up. 
The U. F. A. members insisted on the 
investigation and had the power to 
prevent the Government from cover- 
ing up its tracks. It is trie also 
that the result of that investigation 
brought about th: downfall of the 
Government. But who wants a 
stable goverrment if it rests upon 
foundations so corrupt? The Can. 
adian people may not desire an elec- 
tion at this time, but it is safe te 
say that they would rather have the 
inconvenience of an election than to 
think of the continuation of a scien- 
tifie system of corruption under th: 
knowl:dge of the Government and 
aided by its officials. So, while the 
U. F. A. representatives were the 
means of bringing out the facts in 
regard to the Customs probe, th: 
downfall of the Government was due 
entirely to its own corruption, and 
that downfall and the subsequent im. 
mediate collapse of Mr. Meighen’s 
Government, that the party 
system as now in practice cannot pro- 
duce stable government. 

Pviry one will admit that a Gov- 
ernment carried on by a party with 
a large majority will have at least 
the outward appearance of stability. 
That party’s will, in that case, can 
be muade effective If this were the 
only way to secure stable Govern- 
ment we might have to return to it 
notwithstanding its class Tegislation, 
its autocracy and corruption. But 
this is not the only way nor the best 
way to attain stable government. 

The U.F.A. stands for stability of 
government It wants to build that 
stability on the co-operative basis, 
ard that is our constructive contni- 
bution both to the legislative and con 
stitutiona) questions of the hour 

Before co-operation between groups 
in Parliament ie possible, 
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an issue with the Govertimént’s right 
to pétain’ office... The first step for- 
ward to be taken in the House of 
Commons isto adopt the principle 
that the defeat of a measure intro: 
duced by the Government. shall not 
in itself constitute @ sufficient rea- 
son for. the defeat of the -Govern- 
ment, but that .every Government. 
must be allowed to continue in office 
to the end of its term unless a direct 
vote of no..confidence be passed. 


Such a no-confidznce vote ‘must be’ 


separated from. Jevcry issue whatso- 
ever except that of. the efficiency and 
integrity of the administration itself. 
This alteration will provide the means 
of stable governm<:nt in a House 
where there are. more than two 
yroups, and will make true co-opera- 
tion in all matters of legislation -pos- 
sible. 

The way of progress for the U.F.A. 
is clear. If our candidates are not 
returned, the party system will be 
returned, If our candidates go back 
to Ottawa we shall ultimately secure 
recognition for the co-operative prin- 
ciple and begin therefrom to build the 
rew system for which the U_ F. A. 
stands. j
